CG, G. Bruce, who writes:—In August, 


‘[19x4, a*Lama of Gyantse, a Khembo, or 


Abbot, by rank, of the yellow~—the re. 
formed sect of Lamaistic Buddhism—was 
in retirement in his cell on the hillside 
of the wind-swept Tibetan highlands, 
sitting in meditation. 

To him came a'still greater Laue, and, 
knowing that he was contemplating, a 
journey, by way of pilgrimage, to the 
places | cvlebrated: in the lifer history’ of 
Gaudaina Buddha, suggested to him that 
he should consider the invitation that had 
been beld ont to, bim by a ataber of the 
strange expedition which had the ‘ance, 
tion of his Holiness,the great Gewa Rim- 
poche, the Dalai Lama—the incarnatioa 
of the god Cham-ra-sé—to ‘explore and 
attempt to olake the ascent of Chama- 
lung, the greatest and highest of the 
abodes of the gods and demons, to ex: 
tend his pilgrima e beyond the “ Land 
of the People of the White Plains,’” and 
to see the strangeness of the outside 
world, and to visit the home of Tibet's 
allies, the English, This Lama had been 
sitting, in contemplation in bis remote 
cell fur more than five yeurs. However, 
the offer to extend his knowledge and 
experiences and his own strong desire to 
see what lay outside his own lund pre- 
yailed. He was joined by six others, 
from his own monastery and from 
Sikbim. These six were mainly, 
not all, his disciples.

it, indeed, possible to realise whut he has 


been going through during the last fog} 


months? Picture a monastic life in ‘x 
thonastery perched high up in Tibét in 
August—and then being © wafted to 
Charlotte Street, W., dnd ‘the 
Theatre!

mind disposed to uttribute what it does 
not understand to supématunu agency, 
And yet, notwithstanding, this Lama is 


a most intelligent and interesting com } 


panion: He and-his.party have run the 
whole gamut of new experiences in these 
few months, descending from Tibet, ed 
Darjeeling, te Galeutta—fram some 14.000 
ft. above. sealevel—thence,, by the sea 
they had never known, to. England. To 
they were sure they would | 
never return: “And later they were con 
vigecd. they ‘would die.on the toad. They 
journeyed down, befare the indian hot 
‘weather had run its course, under, what } 
were to, them. up to that time, quite 
inconceivable-conditions. Their first ster 
in’ the new education occurred when they. 
were driven, yby the necessity of cooling 
themselves, to bathing’ for the first time. 
Since.then bathing has become a passion 
Indeed, during the whole of 
their trip’ through India“ rhe. difficulty 
was, not to induce them to bathe, but te 
keep them from bathing. . They passed 
through every stage of novel experience 
of travel. The railway, motor-cars, elec- 
trie light; first of ‘all attribtging them 
all to.demoniacal ‘origin, but later avcept- 
ing them as common ‘incidents of va 
traveller's daily life. 
AN ORDEAL BY SEA, 

Always excepting the set, "with which 
they have never made friends, which they 
never got used to, and will never for- 
give. ‘Vhe sea they said put demons 


into their bodies, which even- made them }, 


forget their religiods observances. They 
travelled, not by.sea, from Calcutta «to 
Ceylon, but by ryil down through India. 
For some unknown renson, they were de- 
tained on the ferry boat which crosses 
from India to Ceylon by orders’ from] 
the Government of India, and conse- 
quently in the worst weather spent their 
time’ waiting fur their boat to England, 
crossing and recrossing, backwards and 
forwards: I-have been naively told that 
this gave them a wrong impression of the 
sea. Naturally they were very seasick. 
and Mr. Maedonald, who was in charge 


_| of the party and shared their protracted 


misery, was. warned by them that the 
God of Travel, “through the power of the 
charm which they all wore, would send 
him to the nether-most cold bell. Their 
delight, at leaving, the sea, and their 
terror in view of the return voyage, both 
remain unbounded. 

And now. in Charlotte Street, 
quarters where their-dwelling has been 
80 arranged as-to reproduce as nearly at 


| possible their. own familiar surroundings, 


they carry out their religious: offices ac- 
cording to their ‘Lamuaistie Rubric, ay in 
duty bound. Anyone who has even a 


{little experience “of the Tibetans, who, 


even if only through an interpreter, gets 
intn touch with the, Lama and his ex- 
tremely cheerful young followers, cannot 
help being struck witi’ their innate in- 
telligence. And it is true tha t Tibetans, 
especially of the educated lasses, or 


even of the partially educated classes—|- 


such as their standard of education 
meani—are wonderfully: intelligent peo- 
ple. An extraordinary change is coming 
jover the people. In July of 1921, L. was

to méet two Tibétan Generals and their a 


Chief of the Staff. ' Their dress,’ ordirary, 
evening clothes, their manners and de- 
portment, all were unexceptionable, and

resembling ‘ snooker’? Was wholly -won- 
derful. These were men of the world 
brought up in a.far more advanced at 
mosphere, whereas our present visitor, 
the Lama, . and his followers ;came. from 
‘the. ‘narrowest and most conservative of

SERVICE RUN BY STATE. 

A service rum by the State is open to 
several ‘objections quits apart from 
technical considerations. If run on 
enterprising lincs a State service might 
be the subject of severe, though possibly 
quite unjustified criticism on the grounds 
of extravagance, or as being utilised as 
\2 channel] for propaganda. [n all prob 
ability. however, a Government run ser- 
vice would be so hampered with restric- 
tions calculated to remove. causes of com- 
plaint and friction that its growth and 


development. would be stultifed, If wei 


imagine what would have been the effect 
on fiterature if ¢very printing, presa in 
the country ower controlled and. ope- 
rated’ by a Government -department, .we 
edn ‘form some idem of what would he 
the reault in the very similar realm of 
broadcasting. . Nevertheless, it’ is right 
‘and strongly desirable that the Govern- 
ment of *the country should «bein a 
position to exercise.w Very strict, control 
of the matter which’ may~ be ‘broadcast, 
in the sume way' that thes. exercise a 
‘control of, aj] printed ‘pubticutions.. If 
thig Government control cam be suitably 
provided for while leaving the exploita- 
of broadcasting to private enter- 
then the problem of how to ensure 
e public: interest will-be: adequately. 
mit by the commercial companies respon- 
sible for the broadcasting is, to a large 
extent, Bolved. 


AN ALTERNATIVE. 


One alternative toa state-run broad- 
casting service would-be for the Govern- 
ment to issue lic to such.~private. 
companies or individuals as might ‘desire 
to exploit the possibilities of broadcast- 
ing for their particular purposes. What 
would be"the probable result of ‘such a 
scheme! Fw individuals: and ae 
willing to educate and to. amuse the 
general public at considerable “cost; to 
themselves unless directly or indirectly 
they were to benefit by so doing. The 
ultimate object of all. such programmes 
would therefore be one of advertishment, 
and the high purposes of this new''ap- 
plication of science would ‘be aubordinat- 
ed to commercialism. Newspaper proprie- 
tors would want to broadéust for the 
purpose of attracting subscribers to their 
papers, - wireless ‘manufacturers for the 


purpose of selling receivers, mercbants |’ 


for selling their warés, and even the local 
tradespeople would wish to broadcast on 
a smal) scale for the purpose of attract- 
ing citstom. ‘ ‘ yo tlhe Oh oa 
Lt might ‘be argued that the same ob- 
jection.applies to printed matter.
